WARDEN RETIREMENT AND INSURANCE TO REFLECT THE ELIMINATION OF GAME WARDENS;14

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:23

NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Enforcement account -- purpose -- expenditure from account. (1)25

There is a fish, wildlife, and parks enforcement special revenue account in the state special revenue fund26

established in 17-2-102, to the credit of the department. The department shall administer the enforcement27

account pursuant to the provisions of this section.28

(2)  A minimum of 12% of the annual general budget of the department must be placed in the29

enforcement account each year. The money must be spent by the department as reimbursement to county30
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sheriffs for costs incurred in hiring rural deputies or other special officers under the sheriffs' offices to enforce1

the fish, wildlife, and parks laws of the state, as provided in this section.2

(3)  Each county is entitled to an equal biennial share of funds in the enforcement account, but if a3

county sheriff does not use that entire share during a biennium, any unused funds in the account may be used4

to reimburse the costs of a county sheriff who has additional enforcement requirements beyond the amount5

allotted as an equal share. If the budget of any county sheriff is reduced by a local government, other than as6

part of a general county budget reduction, the amount of reimbursement that county sheriff may apply for from7

the enforcement account is reduced by an amount equal to the amount of the local government budget8

reduction.9

(4)  The department shall develop and implement rules to administer the enforcement account, including10

but not limited to rules:11

(a)  establishing the necessary forms for disbursing funds to county sheriffs who request reimbursement12

from the account for funding rural deputy or special enforcement personnel positions;13

(b)  providing for the accurate and prompt reimbursement of county sheriffs' enforcement costs, including14

a method for verifying the hiring of rural deputies or special enforcement personnel whose duties include the15

enforcement of fish, wildlife, and parks laws; and16

(c)  for the accurate accounting of all money spent from the enforcement account.17

(5)  A county sheriff who incurs costs associated with the enforcement of state fish, wildlife, and parks18

laws may submit a claim for those costs to the department. The department shall promptly pay the claim from19

the money in the enforcement account. The funding of positions for rural deputy sheriffs whose primary20

responsibility is the enforcement of state fish, wildlife, and parks laws is considered a valid enforcement cost21

pursuant to this subsection. Funding for full-time designated rural deputies must be disbursed to county sheriffs22

on a regular monthly basis or as a block grant.23

(6)  Any money left in the enforcement account at the end of a biennium reverts to the department's state24

special revenue account and is subject to reallocation to the enforcement account as part of the percentage set25

out in subsection (2).26

Section 2.  Section 7-23-102, MCA, is amended to read:28

"7-23-102.  Seizure and impounding of dogs running at large without tag. Any dog found running29

at large without a valid current dog license tag issued by the authority of a county or municipal corporation30
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pursuant to the provisions of this part, part 21, and 7-23-4103 may be seized and impounded by any sheriff,1

deputy sheriff, policeman, game warden, county poundmaster, or other law enforcement officer."2

Section 3.  Section 7-32-303, MCA, is amended to read:4

"7-32-303.  Peace officer employment, education, and certification standards -- suspension or5

revocation -- penalty. (1) For purposes of this section, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise, "peace6

officer" means a deputy sheriff, undersheriff, police officer, highway patrol officer, fish and game warden, park7

ranger, campus security officer, or airport police officer.8

(2)  No A sheriff of a county, mayor of a city, board, commission, or other person authorized by law to9

appoint peace officers in this state shall may not appoint any person as a peace officer who does not meet the10

following qualifications plus any additional qualifying standards for employment promulgated by the board of11

crime control:12

(a)  be a citizen of the United States;13

(b)  be at least 18 years of age;14

(c)  be fingerprinted and a search made of the local, state, and national fingerprint files to disclose any15

criminal record;16

(d)  not have been convicted of a crime for which the person could have been imprisoned in a federal17

or state penitentiary;18

(e)  be of good moral character, as determined by a thorough background investigation;19

(f)  be a high school graduate or have passed the general education development test and have been20

issued an equivalency certificate by the superintendent of public instruction or by an appropriate issuing agency21

of another state or of the federal government;22

(g)  be examined by a licensed physician, who is not the applicant's personal physician, appointed by23

the employing authority to determine if the applicant is free from any mental or physical condition that might24

adversely affect performance by the applicant of the duties of a peace officer;25

(h)  successfully complete an oral examination conducted by the appointing authority or its designated26

representative to demonstrate the possession of communication skills, temperament, motivation, and other27

characteristics necessary to the accomplishment of the duties and functions of a peace officer; and28

(i)  possess or be eligible for a valid Montana driver's license.29

(3)  At the time of appointment a peace officer shall take a formal oath of office.30
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(4)  Within 10 days of the appointment, termination, resignation, or death of any peace officer, written1

notice thereof must be given to the board of crime control by the employing authority.2

(5)  (a) Except as provided in subsections (5)(b) and (5)(c), it is the duty of an appointing authority to3

cause each peace officer appointed under its authority to attend and successfully complete, within 1 year of the4

initial appointment, an appropriate peace officer basic course certified by the board of crime control. Any peace5

officer appointed after September 30, 1983, who fails to meet the minimum requirements as set forth in6

subsection (2) or who fails to complete the basic course as required by this subsection (a) forfeits the position,7

authority, and arrest powers accorded a peace officer in this state.8

(b)  A peace officer who has been issued a basic certificate by the board of crime control and whose last9

date of employment as a peace officer was less than 36 months prior to the date of the person's present10

appointment as a peace officer is not required to fulfill the basic educational requirements of subsection (5)(a).11

If the peace officer's last date of employment as a peace officer was 36 or more but less than 60 months prior12

to the date of present employment as a peace officer, the peace officer may satisfy the basic educational13

requirements as set forth in subsection (5)(c).14

(c)  A peace officer under the provisions of subsection (5)(b) or a peace officer who has completed a15

basic peace officer's course in another state and whose last date of employment as a peace officer was less16

than 60 months prior to the date of present appointment as a peace officer may, within 1 year of the peace17

officer's present employment or initial appointment as a peace officer within this state, satisfy the basic18

educational requirements by successfully passing a basic equivalency test administered by the Montana law19

enforcement academy and successfully completing a legal training course conducted by the academy. If the20

peace officer fails the basic equivalency test, the peace officer shall complete the basic course within 120 days21

of the date of the test.22

(6)  The board of crime control may extend the 1-year time requirements of subsections (5)(a) and (5)(c)23

upon the written application of the peace officer and the appointing authority of the officer. The application must24

explain the circumstances that make the extension necessary. Factors that the board may consider in granting25

or denying the extension include but are not limited to illness of the peace officer or a member of the peace26

officer's immediate family, absence of reasonable access to the basic course or the legal training course, and27

an unreasonable shortage of personnel within the department. The board may not grant an extension to exceed28

180 days.29

(7)  A peace officer who has successfully met the employment standards and qualifications and the30
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educational requirements of this section and who has completed a 1-year probationary term of employment1

must, upon application to the board of crime control, be issued a basic certificate by the board, certifying that2

the peace officer has met all the basic qualifying peace officer standards of this state.3

(8)  It is unlawful for a person whose certification as a peace officer, detention officer, or detention center4

administrator has been revoked or suspended by the board of crime control to act as a peace officer, detention5

officer, or detention center administrator. A person convicted of violating this subsection is guilty of a6

misdemeanor, punishable by a term of imprisonment not to exceed 6 months in the county jail or by a fine not7

to exceed $500, or both."8

Section 4.  Section 17-6-203, MCA, is amended to read:10

"17-6-203.  Separate investment funds. Separate investment funds must be maintained as follows:11

(1)  the permanent funds, including all public school funds and funds of the Montana university system12

and other state institutions of learning referred to in Article X, sections 2 and 10, of the Montana constitution. The13

principal and any part of the principal of each fund constituting the Montana permanent fund type are subject14

to deposit at any time when due under the statutory provisions applicable to the fund and according to the15

provisions of the gift, donation, grant, legacy, bequest, or devise through or from which the particular fund arises.16

(2)  a separate investment fund, which may not be held jointly with other funds, for money pertaining to17

each retirement or insurance system maintained by the state, including:18

(a)  the highway patrol officers' retirement system described in Title 19, chapter 6;19

(b)  the public employees' retirement system described in Title 19, chapter 3;20

(c)  the game wardens' and peace officers' retirement system described in Title 19, chapter 8;21

(d)  the teachers' retirement system described in Title 19, chapter 20; and22

(e)  the workers' compensation program described in Title 39, chapter 71, part 23;23

(3)  a pooled investment fund, including all other accounts within the treasury fund structure established24

by 17-2-102;25

(4)  the fish and wildlife mitigation trust fund established by 87-1-611;26

(5)  a fund consisting of gifts, donations, grants, legacies, bequests, devises, and other contributions27

made or given for a specific purpose or under conditions expressed in the gift, donation, grant, legacy, bequest,28

devise, or contribution to be observed by the state of Montana. If a gift, donation, grant, legacy, bequest, devise,29

or contribution permits investment and is not otherwise restricted by its terms, it may be treated jointly with other30
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gifts, donations, grants, legacies, bequests, devises, or contributions.1

(6)  a fund consisting of coal severance taxes allocated to the coal severance tax trust fund under Article2

IX, section 5, of the Montana constitution. The principal of the coal severance tax trust fund is permanent. If the3

legislature appropriates any part of the principal of the coal severance tax trust fund by a vote of three-fourths4

of the members of each house, the appropriation or investment may create a gain or loss in the principal.5

(7)  a Montana tobacco settlement trust fund established in accordance with Article XII, section 4, of the6

Montana constitution and Title 17, chapter 6, part 6; and7

(8)  additional investment funds that are expressly required by law or that the board of investments8

determines are necessary to fulfill fiduciary responsibilities of the state with respect to funds from a particular9

source."10

Section 5.  Section 19-1-104, MCA, is amended to read:12

"19-1-104.  Retirement systems to be considered separate. (1) Pursuant to section 218(d)(6) of the13

Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 418(d)(6)), the public employees' retirement system of the state of Montana is,14

for the purposes of this chapter, considered a separate retirement system with respect to the state and a15

separate retirement system with respect to each political subdivision having positions covered by the system.16

(2)  Pursuant to section 218(l)(1) of the Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 418(l)(1)), the Montana judges'17

retirement system, the sheriffs' retirement system, the Montana state game wardens' and peace officers'18

retirement system, the highway patrol officers' retirement system of the state of Montana, the public employees'19

retirement system of the state of Montana, and each municipal police retirement fund and each city participating20

in the municipal police officers' retirement system are, for the purposes of this chapter, considered separate21

retirement systems with respect to the state and separate retirement systems with respect to each political22

subdivision having positions covered by those systems."23

Section 6.  Section 19-1-301, MCA, is amended to read:25

"19-1-301.  Authorization of referendum by governor. With respect to members of the public26

employees', highway patrol officers', judges', and game wardens' and peace officers' retirement systems, the27

governor is empowered to authorize a referendum, and with respect to the employees of any political28

subdivision, he the governor shall authorize a referendum upon the request of the governing body of the29

subdivision."30

Section 7.  Section 19-2-706, MCA, is amended to read:2

"19-2-706.  Additional service for member involuntarily terminated from membership service. (1)3

An employee of the state or university system is entitled to the involuntary termination provision provided in4

subsection (3) if:5

(a)  the employee is a member of the public employees', game wardens' and peace officers', sheriffs',6

or highway patrol officers' retirement system;7

(b)  the employee's active service is involuntarily terminated because of elimination of the employee's8

position as a result of privatization, reorganization of an agency, closure of or a reduction in force at an agency,9

or other actions by the legislature or, in the case of a legislator, because of term limits terminating the service10

of the legislator in either one of the houses of the legislature;11

(c)  the employee is eligible for a normal service retirement or early retirement under the applicable12

provisions of the retirement system to which the member belongs; and13

(d)  the employee waives termination benefits for which the employee would otherwise be eligible under14

the State Employee Protection Act.15

(2)  The cost of each year of service purchased under this section is the total actuarial cost of purchasing16

the service based on the most recent actuarial valuation of the retirement system.17

(3)  The employer of an eligible member under subsection (1) shall pay a portion of the total cost of18

purchasing up to 3 years of additional service that the member was qualified to purchase under 19-3-513,19

19-6-804, 19-7-804, or 19-8-904. The employer-paid portion applied toward the service purchase must be20

calculated using the formula A x B x C when:21

(a)  A is equal to a maximum of 3 additional years of service that the member is eligible to purchase;22

(b)  B is equal to the sum of the employer and employee contribution rates in the member's retirement23

system; and24

(c)  C is equal to the member's gross compensation paid during the immediate preceding 12 months25

of membership service. The employer may not be charged more than the total actuarial cost of the service26

purchased by the terminated employee.27

(4)  The member shall pay the difference, if any, between the full actuarial cost of the service to be28

purchased and the amount contributed by the employer under subsection (3). A member may elect to purchase29

less than the full amount of service for which the member is eligible under this section, but the election may not30
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reduce the amount of the employer's contribution as calculated under subsection (3).1

(5)  The board may allow an employer to pay the contributions required under subsection (3) in2

installments for up to 10 years and may charge interest at a rate set by the board pursuant to 19-2-403.3

(6)  A member who has received additional service under this section and who returns to employment4

for the same jurisdiction for 960 or more hours in a calendar year in a position covered by the public employees'5

retirement system or for 600 or more hours in a calendar year in a position covered under any other retirement6

system forfeits the additional service. The employer's contribution to purchase that member's additional service,7

minus any retirement benefits already paid, must be credited to the employer. As used in this subsection, the8

same jurisdiction means all agencies of the state, including the university system."9

Section 8.  Section 19-3-509, MCA, is amended to read:11

"19-3-509.  Purchase of other Montana public service. (1) (a) A member may, at any time before12

retirement, file a written application with the board to purchase as service in this retirement system all or any13

portion of the member's service credit in the highway patrol officers', sheriffs', game wardens' and peace14

officers', firefighters' unified, or municipal police officers' retirement system to the extent that the member either15

has received or is eligible to receive a refund of membership contributions. To purchase this service, the16

member shall pay the actuarial cost of the service in the public employees' retirement system, as determined17

by the board, based on the system's most recent actuarial valuation minus the employer contribution provided18

in subsection (1)(b).19

(b)  Upon receiving the member's payment under subsection (1)(a), the board shall transfer from the20

member's former retirement system to the public employees' retirement system an amount equal to the employer21

contributions made during the member's service but no more than an amount equal to the normal cost22

contribution rate minus the employee contribution rate in the public employees' retirement system, according23

to the most recent actuarial valuation, based on the salaries earned by the employee as a member of the former24

system.25

(2)  (a) A member may, at any time before retirement, file a written application with the board to purchase26

all or a portion of full-time public service employment performed for the state or a political subdivision of the27

state. The member shall provide salary and employment documentation certified by the member's former public28

employer. To purchase service under this section, the employee shall pay the actuarial cost of the service in the29

public employees' retirement system, as determined by the board, based on the system's most recent actuarial30
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valuation.1

(b)  The board is the sole authority under this subsection (2) in determining what constitutes full-time2

public service."3

Section 9.  Section 19-6-802, MCA, is amended to read:5

"19-6-802.  Purchase of other Montana public service. (1) (a) A member may, at any time before6

retirement, file a written application with the board to purchase all or any portion of the member's service in the7

public employees', sheriffs', game wardens' and peace officers', firefighters' unified, or municipal police officers'8

retirement system to the extent that the member either has received or is eligible to receive a refund of the9

member's membership contributions. To purchase this service, the member shall pay the actuarial cost of the10

service in the highway patrol officers' retirement system, as determined by the board, based on the system's11

most recent actuarial valuation minus the employer contribution provided in subsection (1)(b).12

(b)  Upon receiving the member's payment under subsection (1)(a), the board shall transfer from the13

member's former retirement system to the highway patrol officers' retirement system an amount equal to the14

employer contributions made during the member's service but no more than an amount equal to the normal15

contribution rate minus the employee contribution rate in the highway patrol officers' retirement system,16

according to the most recent actuarial valuation.17

(2)  (a) A member may, at any time before retirement, file a written application with the board to purchase18

all or a portion of full-time public service employment performed for the state or a political subdivision of the19

state. The member shall provide compensation and employment documentation certified by the member's public20

employer. The board shall grant service credit subject to the board's rules. To purchase service under this21

section, the employee shall pay the actuarial cost of the service in the highway patrol officers' retirement system,22

as determined by the board, based on the system's most recent actuarial valuation.23

(b)  The board is the sole authority under this subsection (2) in determining what constitutes full-time24

public service."25

Section 10.  Section 19-7-802, MCA, is amended to read:27

"19-7-802.  Purchase of other Montana public service. (1) (a) A member may, at any time before28

retirement, file a written application with the board to purchase all or any portion of the member's service in the29

public employees', highway patrol officers', firefighters' unified, game wardens' and peace officers', or municipal30
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police officers' retirement system to the extent that the member either has received or is eligible to receive a1

refund of the member's membership contributions. To purchase this service, the member shall pay the actuarial2

cost of the service in the sheriffs' retirement system, as determined by the board, based on the system's most3

recent actuarial valuation minus the employer contribution provided in subsection (1)(b).4

(b)  Upon receiving the member's payment under subsection (1)(a), the board shall transfer from the5

member's former retirement system to the sheriffs' retirement system an amount equal to the employer6

contributions made during the member's service but no more than an amount equal to the normal contribution7

rate minus the employee contribution rate in the sheriffs' retirement system, according to the most recent8

actuarial valuation, based on the compensation earned by the employee as a member of the former system.9

(2)  (a) A member may, at any time before retirement, file a written application with the board to purchase10

all or a portion of full-time public service employment performed for the state or a political subdivision of the11

state. The member shall provide compensation and employment documentation certified by the member's public12

employer. To purchase service under this section, the employee shall pay the actuarial cost of the service in the13

sheriffs' retirement system, as determined by the board, based on the system's most recent actuarial valuation.14

(b)  The board is the sole authority under this subsection (2) in determining what constitutes full-time15

public service."16

Section 11.  Section 19-8-101, MCA, is amended to read:18

"19-8-101.  Definitions. Unless the context requires otherwise, the following definitions apply in this19

chapter:20

(1)  "Compensation" means remuneration paid for services to a member out of funds controlled by an21

employer before any pretax deductions allowed by the Internal Revenue Code are made and exclusive of22

maintenance, allowances, and expenses.23

(2)  "Highest average compensation" means the highest average monthly compensation received by24

a member for any 3 years of continuous service upon which contributions were made or, in the event a member25

has not served 3 years, the total compensation earned divided by the number of months served. Lump-sum26

payments for severance pay, including payment for compensatory leave, sick leave, and annual leave, paid to27

an employee upon termination of employment may be used in the calculation of a retirement benefit only to the28

extent that they are used to replace, on a month-for-month basis, the normal compensation for a month or29

months included in the calculation of the highest average compensation. A lump-sum payment may not be30
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added to a single month's compensation.1

(3)  "Game warden" means a state fish and game warden hired by the department of fish, wildlife, and2

parks and includes all warden supervisory personnel whose salaries or compensation is paid out of the3

department of fish, wildlife, and parks money.4

(4)(3)  "Motor carrier officer" means an employee of the department of transportation appointed as a5

peace officer pursuant to 61-12-201.6

(5)(4)  "Peace officer" or "state peace officer" means a person who by virtue of the person's employment7

with the state is vested by law with a duty to maintain public order or make arrests for offenses while acting8

within the scope of the person's authority or who is charged with specific law enforcement responsibilities on9

behalf of the state."10

Section 12.  Section 19-8-102, MCA, is amended to read:12

"19-8-102.  Game wardens' and peace Peace officers' retirement system established. There is a13

retirement plan known as the game wardens' and peace officers' retirement system, which is governed by the14

provisions of chapter 2 and this chapter."15

Section 13.  Section 19-8-105, MCA, is amended to read:17

"19-8-105.  Short title. This chapter may be cited as "The Game Wardens' and Peace Officers'18

Retirement Act"."19

Section 14.  Section 19-8-301, MCA, is amended to read:21

"19-8-301.  Membership -- inactive vested members -- inactive nonvested members. (1) Except22

as provided in 19-8-302, the following state peace officers must be covered under the game wardens' and peace23

(a)  game wardens who are assigned to law enforcement in the department of fish, wildlife, and parks;26

(d)(c)  wardens and deputy wardens employed by the department of corrections;29

(e)(d)  corrections officers employed by the department of corrections;30
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(f)(e)  probation and parole officers employed by the department of corrections;1

(g)(f)  stock inspectors and detectives employed by the department of livestock;2

(h)(g)  motor vehicle inspectors employed by the department of justice; and3

(i)(h)  drill instructors employed by the department of corrections.4

(2)  A member with at least 5 years of membership service who terminates service and does not take5

a refund of the member's accumulated contributions is an inactive vested member and retains the right to6

purchase service and to receive a retirement benefit under the provisions of this chapter.7

(3)  A member with less than 5 years of membership service who terminates service and leaves the8

member's accumulated contributions in the pension trust fund is an inactive nonvested member and is not9

eligible for any benefits from the retirement system. An inactive nonvested member is eligible only for a refund10

of the member's accumulated contributions."11

Section 15.  Section 19-8-302, MCA, is amended to read:13

"19-8-302.  Public employees' retirement system -- transfer of membership. (1) Except as provided14

in subsections (2) and (4), an eligible peace officer shall become a member of the game wardens' and peace15

officers' retirement system on the first day of covered service.16

(2)  A member of the public employees' retirement system who first becomes eligible for membership17

in the game wardens' and peace officers' retirement system on July 1, 1997, may elect to become a member18

of the retirement system or may continue membership in the public employees' retirement system by filing a19

written election that must be received by the board no later than December 31, 2001.20

(3)  A person who is a member of the game wardens' and peace officers' retirement system assigned21

to law enforcement who transfers to a position involving duties other than law enforcement within the same state22

agency may retain membership in the retirement system by filing a written election with the board no later than23

30 days after transfer to the new position.24

(1) Any person who violates the provisions of this part or9

whoever fails to procure or violates the terms of any permit issued thereunder shall be under this part is guilty10

of a misdemeanor.11

(2)  Upon a first conviction for a violation under this part, the court may fine the defendant not to exceed12

$250. Upon a second such conviction, the defendant may be fined not to exceed $500 or be imprisoned in the13

county jail for any term not to exceed 30 days, or both. Upon subsequent such convictions, the defendant shall14

be fined not less than $500 or more than $1,000 and in addition may be imprisoned in the county jail for any term15

not to exceed 6 months.16

(3)  Any officer employed and authorized by the director or any peace officer of the state or of any17

municipality or county within the state shall have authority to may enforce the provisions of this part.18

(4)  Wildlife seized under the provisions of this part shall must be held by an officer or agent of the19

department pending disposition of court proceedings and thereafter be forfeited to the state for disposition as20

the director may deem considers appropriate. Prior to forfeiture, the director may direct the transfer of wildlife21

so seized to a qualified zoological, educational, or scientific institution for safekeeping. The department is22

authorized to may issue regulations to implement this subsection."23
